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1 Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment filed August 14, 2004 

2 The amendment filed on August 14, 2004 is considered non-compliant because it 

3 has failed to meet the requirements of 37 CFR 1.121. In order for the amendment 

4 document to be compliant, correction of the following item is required: 

5 The applicant amended the claims according to the version of 37 CFR 

6 1 .121 effective prior to July 30, 2003. The applicant provided a clean copy of the 

7 claims and directed the office to enter the clean copy. The applicant then

19 complies with 37 CFR 1.121 in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS 

20 TIME PERIOD ARE AVAILABLE UNDER 37 CFR 1 .136(a).
